Detective Capt. Frank H. Webb, in an unprecedented 


press conference last night, announced simply that Scott 
had been charged in a warrant signed by Police Judge S. R. 


'That is all that I can give you at this time," Webb said. 


He added that he wished he could give more, that the case 
was "one of the worst since I have been in the department." 


Webb, however, did tell re- [ 
— 


porters that Scott had direct- 
ed police to an alley where a 
missing coffee sack from the 
church was found. He said 
Scott also told them where 
they could find his clothing, 
which police later found dark- 
ly stained. They believed the 
»tains are blood. A broken 
pop bottle was found in the 
coffee sack. Police said the 
girl apparently had been club- 
bed to death with a bottle. 


Dana. Marie's body was found 


Monday morning by the janitor 
of Christ Episcopal church in the 
church kitchen. There were signs 
of a desperate struggle by the girl. 
Her fingernails were broken and 
two pop bottles, one of them 
•mashed, were on the floor. 


She had gone to the church Sun- 


day evening to Join a young peo- 
ple's group, unaware that the 
group wa» on a picnic. She fre- 
quently Joined the group on Sun- 
day nights although *he was not 
a member of the church.

Uiing the latest official cenntf 


figures, that means the $40,000,- 
000 would be available to 5,809,-

These urban citizens represent

Protestant 
Leaders Set 
Up Newspaper

Kansas City, May 11—(AP) — 


Protestantism prepared today to 
rally behind its first all-denomi- 
national newspaper for a united 
voic« m * bid for worldwide 
spiritual leadership. 


The groundwork for establish- 


ment of the newspaper has been 
spaded by 200 protestant leaders 
here for the sole purpose. 


They were told last night it 


was 
up 
to 
protestantism 
to 


shoulder the responsibility of a 
worldwide spiritual revival. 


Dr. Robert \V Searle of the 


protestant council of New York 
City added, however, that first 
protestantism 
needed unity of 


voice and the best way to get it 
was through a newspaper con- 
trolled by all denominations. 


"There is no more imperative 


need in American protestantism," 
he said, "than the need for a na- 
tional protestant newspaper." 


Gideon Seymour, executive editor 


of the Minneapolis Star-Tribune, 
a g r e e d an all-denominational 
newspaper now was timely. 


New Dark Age 


"This plan," he said, "is brought 


forward at a time when there is 
more talk than ever before of 
protestant unity and in a new 
dark age in which we are groping 
for a basis of world order. The 
church faces its biggest task since 
the Middle Ages." 


Christianity, Dr. Searle said, has 


the answer to world problems and 
"protestantism must proclaim this 
Christian answer." 


"The voice of Rome has recently 


forbidden its clergy and laity to 
participated in 'mixed' conferences 
where matters of faith are dis- 
cussed," Dr. Searle said at one 
point of his talk. 


'It is impossible to conceive how 


there could be a common effort lor 
the rebuilding of society where 
those who stood 
shoulder to 


shoulder in the common task could 
not discuss the faith that inspired 
them." 


He insisted protestantism was 


best suit to carry on a spiritual 
revival since it do«s not "aspire 
to the identity of the church and 
state" and 
i§ 
"committed 
to 


freedom from dogmatic authority." 


He defended 
division among 


protestants. saying it was a by- 
product of freedom but he called 
far * united voice and recom- 
mended 
an 
all-denominationa 


n«»apap«r as the best way to 
accomplish it.

in Overcoming Blockade of Berlin 


The men who flew the airlift rate a cheer, and a big one, 


from the whole country as well as from Defense Secretary 
Johnson, who sent them a commendation through General 
Clav. 
, . 
, 
_, 
* "Undaunted by time and weather, working hour after 


hour day and night, you have demonstrated to the world 
unified American national defense in action," Mr. Johnson 
said. "Your achievement takes its place beside the great 
American victories of all time." 
• 
. 
The secretary was not exaggerating. It was indeed a 


great victory. And more than that, it was typical of the 
process leading up to other great American victories, espe- 
cially those in World War H. 
. 
'The United States did not expect this major battle of the 


cold war which is what the Berlin blockade was. It was 
not prepared for it. It did not want it. But when the job 
clearly had to be done, the armed forces did it—and, we 
might add, how! 
. 
The beginning was tentative, uncertain, maybe a little 


hopeless. First one C-47. then another, and then a few 
more 
Ten month's later, when agreement was finally 


reached to end the blockade, "flying boxcars" were m service 
on a round-the-clock schedule. 


The airlift crews had flown more than 50,000,000 miles. 


At great expense to their country, at great danger to them- 
selves at times, they had done the unprecedented and the 
seemingly impossible. They had sustained a divided city 
of more "than 2.000,000 people. They had not only brought 
in the bare necessities of food, clothing and fuel, but also 
enough more to keep up what passes for normal life in the 
battered German metropolis. 
It was a feat as impressive as it was unprecedented. It 


could scarcely fall to increase American prestige among the 
Germans. And, like them or not, it is better to have the 
Germans for us than against us.- It must have given a com- 
forting assurance of latent American power to the friendly 
governments of Europe. Most of all, it must have provided 
a lesson which the Soviet government will ponder and 
remember. 
, 
The Russians started out with the heartless, cruel pur- 


pose of starving the population of Berlin, if necessary, in 
order to force the western powers out of Berlin. Well, the 
Berliners did not starve and the western powers did not 
leave. With a determination that never flagged, they not 
only thwarted the cynical Soviet plot but also turned it 
against the Russians with a counter-blockade of their own. 


Here, in miniature, was World War II all over again. 


America started slowly and reluctantly. It started with two 
strikes against it. But once under way, the potential might 
of the nation and the resoluteness of its citizens were not 
to be matched. 


If Russia ever undertakes armed aggression, it may ex- 


pect early success, as it did in the blockade. But it may 
also expect to be overtaken. And in the Marshall Plan and 
the North Atlantic Treaty, Russia has been given notice that 
this country will not again take the costly and precarious

Springfield, HI., May 11—(AP) 


—Republican senators, swinging 
an economy axe, forced Democrats 
into retreat today with a threat 
to whack more than a million dol- 
lars worth of new cars out of 
Governor Stevenson's budget. 


The billion and a quarter dollar 


biennial budget includes a million 
and a half for new cars. Senator 
Wallace Thompson (R-Galesburg), 
GOP senate leader, has "white- 
wall" amendments to cut the new 
car buying by two thirds, and to 
put a time halter on all spending. 


Stevenson hurriedly, called an 


executive mansion conference last 
night to revamp his strategy. 
Shortly before 1 a. m. he decfded 
to postpone trying to advance the 
first of his budget bills, pending 
a decision on how to meet Thomp- 
son's attack. 


The governor called all his code 


department directors and other 
state agency leaders to another 
mansion confab tonight to decide 
what to do. 


Meanwhile the 
appropriations 


are stalled at the amendment 
stage in the senate. The Repub- 
licans feel they have the votes 
to cut the money bills, but they 
won't get the chance until the 
Democrat^ try to push the bills— 
possibly not until next week. 


Major GOP Weapon 


A major GOP weapon is an 


amendment to keep Stevenson 
from spending more than 75 per 
cent of his budget during the first 
75 per cent (18 months) of the 
next two fiscal years. This is to 
prevent any running short of 
money before the biennium ends. 


Another important change asked 


by the GOP would modify the 


Democratic plan for a 10 per cent 
salary boost to state employes. 
Thompson proposes selective in- 
stead of blanket pay boosts, by 
changing the upper and lower 
limits of 61 of 712 job classifica- 
tions. 


The first of Thompson's amend- 


ments were offered 
yesterday. 


They totaled a new car slash of 
$460,000. They caught the Demo- 
crats and even some Republicans 
by surprise. 


Thompson said he read stories in 


the Chicago Sun-Times that the 
state has 1,950 pasesnger cars, 
that 1,000 of them are less than a 
year old, that some are lavishly 
equipped with things like white-

"We have read these stories

this no-motor's land. So, Maggie 
and Riley Baiter, discoverers of 
the rich strike, have hired 15 
burrow and five Navajo Indians 
to move the precious ore. 


Treacherous Trail 


The burro train operation will 


start in 10 days, 
The animals 


will haul the ore over a treacher- 
ous mile and a half trail to high- 
way 89. Trucks 
will take 
it 


from there to the atomic energy 
commission's processing plant at 
Montecello, Utah. 


i»Actually, there is no official es- 


timate of the amount of uranium- 
bearing ore in the small box can- 
yon. On the surface, the yellow- 
streaked petrified logs are esti- 
mated to weigh 200 tons. Below 
the ground may be more. 


Maggie Baker hopefully figures 


the petrified logs may go to a 
depth of from 40 to 70 feet. She 
and her husband have staked out 
four claims. Canyon* Cliff Nos. 1, 


2. 3 and 4. Number one is the only 
claim on which uranium has been 
found.

tourists. The discovery was kept 
secret for a. month while the Ari- 
zona department of mineral re- 
sources tested the samples.

Fire Hazards 
in Buildings 


Are Reported 


Springfield. HI.. May 11— (AP) 


—Illinois has many hospitals and 
other institutions with fire hazards 
similar to those at St. Anthony's 
hospital in Effingham, where 75 
persons lost their lives April 5, 
the state fire marshal said today. 


To prevent a like tragedy, he 


recommended a "basic state fire 
pervention code." 
It would re- 


quire installation of fire detection 
alarm and other protective devices 
in public and private institutions. 


In a final report on the Effing- 


h»m fire, state fire marshal Pat 
Kelly said fire hazards like those 
at St. Anthony's hospital "are 
Bumerons in Illinois today." 


Hazards Increase 


"In recent years," he said, "these 


haiards are being rapidly in- 
creased by the use of combustible 
material in repair and moderniza- 
tion. 
"In smaller communities, local 


authorities have frequently failed 
to take action concerning the in- 
creasing hazards." 


Kelly also urged these steps to 


prevent ma30r fire disasters: 


1. Local officials should be 


required to make periodic 
fire 
prevention 
Inspections 


under direction of state fire 
prevention officials, where no 
local 
fire 
prevention 
law 


exists. 


2. The state fire marshal's 


office should include an ex- 
perienced fire prevention en- 
gineer, with assistants to ad- 
minister the proposed fire 
prevention code. 
Kelly suggested that the legisla- 


ture hold up acting on his pro- 
gram until a committee of fire 
experts is appointed and makes a 
study, and then drafts legislation

Woodwork Was Old 


The 73 year old building had 


age-dried woodwork and timber-, 
ing. 
It had many unprotected 


openings serving as flues and draft 
tunnels. 


It had freshly painted walls, 


and repeated coats of paint and 
varnish had accumulated on wall 
and woodwork surfaces. 
Other 


side walls were covered with a 
combustible oilcloth type fabric. 


There was "practically no emer- 


gency fire-fighting equipment, and 


a local volunteer fire department 
was totally inadequate to the 
situation as it developed." 


Kelly said the fire originated 


in the basement section of an 
unprotected laundry chute and en- 
countered no control "other than 
the heroic efforts of the building 
engineer and nuns 
using 
hand 


extinguishers." 


He expressed the opinion .that 


billows of burning gases probably 
asphyxiated the patients before 
fire actually took hold of the room 
structures.

Action Today 


Springfield, 111., May 11-(AP) 


—The gateway plan for Illinois 
constitutional reform was set for 
final assembly passage today in 
the house. 
It was expected to win quick 


approval 
and go to Governor 


Stevenson for his signature. Then 
it will be up to the voters in 
November, 1950. 


Stevenson last night ordered his 


Democratic house leaders to de- 
mand gateway approval without 
change, even though some Demo- 
crats wanted to broaden the Re- 
publican substitute for his defeated 
constitutional convention plan. 


The gateway plan would open 


the gate for gradual changes in 
the 1870 charter. It would allow 
three instead of one changes to 
be proposed to the voters at one 
time. 
Also, 
it 
would permit 


adoption of future amendments 
by a majority of two thirds voting 
on the proposed aii.-ndments. 


At 
present 
a 
constitutional 


change needs a favorable majority 
of all those voting in the election. 
Gateway must win such a ma- 
jority before it can open the gate. 
It has failed five times to do so. 


The GOP gateway resolution 


was okayed unanimously late yes- 
terday by the house executive 
committee. 


Some Democrats were reported 


planning an attempt to amend it 
today to perm£ adoption of future 
amendments by a simple instead 
of two thirds majority of the 
voters. 


But Rep. James Ryan (D-Chi- 


cago), Stevenson's house leader, 
told newsmen Stevenson is against 
such a change.
